Lowering U.S. Profile 


It is simply incredible that at 1 ea>t two 
major eastern newspapers, one of them 
enormously prestigious, only now are 
discov ering that President Nix on's self- 
proclaimed new foreign policy doctrine 
applies not just to Asia but the whole 


world. 
One newspaper, in editorial comment 
on the President’s State of the Union ad­ 
dress. said flat 1\ that the doctrine, first 
enunciated at Guam last J uly 25. was on 
this .Ian. 22 
“ ex panded" 
to embrace 
“ each part of the world.” 


K\identic, 
the 
gentlemen 
who 
are 
writing this stuff nev er read what Nix on 
>aid at Guam six months ago. I quote 
from him then: 


“ 1 want to be sure that our policies 
in the future, all ov er the world, in A>ia, 
Latin America, Africa and the rest, re­ 
duce American inv olv ement.” 


That lang uag e is pretty plain, titting 
ev en for editorialists and diplomatic cor­ 
respondents, who hav e a tendency to be 
dazzled by their own g em s of analy sis. 
Furthermore, the President made one 
or two other specific references to “ other 
parts of the world” in his J uly 25 Guam 
utterances. 


Since that date, any diligent inquiry 
within administration circles would hav e 
prov ided priv ate confirmation that the 
President is indeed thinking of “ lower­ 
ing the U.S. profile” ev ery where — and 
not least in Western Europe where we 
today hav e som e 300,000 in armed forces 
on station under the NATO pact. 


Nix on has scrupulously av oided any 
talk of cutting back on U.S. ‘‘com m it­ 
ments” 
abroad, 
in 
Asia. 
Europe 
or 
wherev er. In a little-noticed Wisconsin 
speech. Defense Secretary Melv in Laird 
slipped once and spoke of trimming com ­ 
mitments. Ills office quickly applied a 
correctiv e. 
For. bey ond doubt, that is scare talk 
to nations which still place heav y re­ 
liance upon either a substantial U.S. 
presence or a strong American posture 
of assistance in maintaining their own 
security . 


through the President’s statements on 
this issue, from Guam through State ot 
the Union. In a State ol the Union utter­ 
ance which was a perfect echo of last 
J uly , he said; 
“ We shall be taithful to our treaty 
commitments, but we shall reduce our 
inv olv ement and our presence in other 
nations' affairs.” 
The J uly 25 signal that we are chang ­ 
ing our world role is clearly seen, but 
it is not made so much of as to frighten 
any body into thinking we are “ cutting 
out.” 
It is probably not by chance that the 
President, in all his declarations about 
reducing inv olv ements ev ery where, nev ­ 
er before has used the world “ Europe” 
specifically . 
Our military manpower inv olv ement 
there (that 300.000) is the largest any ­ 
where outside Vietnam. Nix on, hav ing 
sounded out European leaders in his 19 60 
winter v isit, knows that any talk of truly 
m assiv e 
manpower 
reductions 
by 
us 
would send the continent into shudders. 
The inside word, nev ertheless, is that 
we are going to undertake a sizable cut­ 
back in our European force lev els, though 
most likely not before 19 7 1.

able to prove malice on Mr. 
Ginzburg's part. 


ALL THIS has been report­ 
ed in the daily prints. So, too, 
was the fact that one of the 
two dissenters in the Supreme 
Court decision was Associate 
Justice William O. Douglas. 
But many people may have 
forgotten about Justice Doug­ 
las’s connection with the case 
or the propriety of his passing 
judgment in favor of allowing 
Mr. Ginzburg to continue the 
litigation 
IN LIGHT of the great mor­ 
al outrage in Congress over 
alleged “conflicts of interest’* 
when it rejected the nomina­ 
tion of Judge Clement Hay ns- 
worth to the nation's highest 
court, this is more than a lit­ 
tle strange. For Justice Doug­ 
las had direct business with 
Mr.

No effort 
was made to unseat him when 
it was discovered that he was 
receiving $12,000 a y ear from 
a foundation set up with gam­ 
bling money .

found themselves in legal dif­ 
ficulties in Nevada, few spec­ 
ulated on how Justice Douglas 
would comport himself when

Ford has, however, not for­ 
gotten his words nor retreated 
from a position that insists 
on a single standard of moral­ 
ity for liberals and conserva­ 
tives alike. He is aware, of 
course, the Justice Douglas is 
protected from critical scruti­ 
ny because of his considerable 
age and his consistent 
record 
of running with the hounds 
in the great sport of conserva­ 
tive-hunting. 
MR. 
GINZBURG, 
natch, 
characterized 
the 
Supreme 
Court’s refusal to review his 
c ase as “ a black day for free­ 
dom of the press." Obviously , 
he agrees with the other dis- 
senting justice. Hugo Black, 
who 
argued 
that 
deliberate 
and 
malicious 
falsehood 
is 
“ an inevitable and perhaps 
essential part of the process 
by which the public informs 
itself of the qualities of a man 
who would be president." The 
license to deliberately destroy 
a man’s reputation, knowing 
that the charges are false, has 
never been one of the consti­ 
tutional 
guarantees 
of 
the 
Constitution, 
but 
Justices 
Douglas 
and 
Black 
would 
have it so. 


FORTUNATELY for Justice 
Douglas, the Ginzburg ruling 
was handed down at a time 
when the Congress was erru 
broiled in debate over Presi­ 
dent Nix on’s veto of the infla­ 
tionary 
and 
ill-considered 
Health, Education, and Wel­ 
fare appropriations bill. But 
the issue of Justice Douglas 
will not be smothered. Rep. 
Jerry Ford has y et to be 
heard on the subject.

In the 19« 9 Annual Report of 
the Reserve Bank he warns, 
however, that t.he distortions

into wage-cost-price 
re­ 
lationships

y ears 
will not be corrected easily 
or quickly . 
NEW RECORDS were set 
in 1969 for most measures of 
economic activity both in the 
nation 
and in 
the 
Seventh 
Federal Reserve 
District — 
which includes all of Iowa and 
major portions of Illinois, In­ 
diana, Michigan and Wiscon­ 
sin. 
THE IMPACT of monetary 
and fiscal policies, designed 
to stem the tide of inflation, 
was increasingly evident as 
1969 
progressed. 
Especially 
noteworthy in t he second half 
of the y ear were the slower 
rise in federal spending, post­ 
ponement of many const mo­ 
tion projects, a leveling in re­ 
tail trade 
and 
employ ment, 
and a slight decline in indus­ 
trial production. The rate of 
price inflation had not moder­ 
ated by y ear-end. 
SHORTAGES of both skilled 
and readily trainable workers 
continued in nearly all cen­ 
ters. Average gains in worker 
compensation 
were 
larger 
than in 1968 and much larger 
than in the early 1960s. Output 
per manhour rose only slight­ 
ly in 1969. 
THE IMPORTANT producer

RESTRICTIVE credit policy 
limited the growth of com­ 
mercial bank assets to 3 per 
cent, compared to a postwar 
record of 12 per cent for 1968.

Most interest rates were at

THE OVERHEATED 
U.S. 
economy is responding grudg­ 
ingly to restrictive fiscal and 
monetary policies. Neverthe­ 
less, the transition to stable 
economic growth has begun. 
Results thus far indicate the 
goal can be achieved, but the 
new y ear again provides 
a 
test of the nation’s ability and 
determination 
to 
handle its 
economic problems effective­ 
ly . 
THE DECADE of the 197 0s 
begins on a note of controver­ 
sy . Calls from some quarters 
urge the imposition of direct 
wage, price and credit con­ 
trols on individuals, business­ 
es and lenders.

tary and fiscal policies, while 
some would tighten these poli­ 
cies still further.

IN A REVIEW of the Re­ 
serve Bank’s 
o p e r a t i o ns , 
Scanlon 
reported 
that 
the 
number of checks received for 
collection averaged 3.7 million 
a day in 1969. up 9 per cent 
from the preceding y ear. The 
demand for currency also in­ 
creased. with the dollar vol­ 
ume of currency received and 
counted in 1969 about 9 per 
cent greater than in the previ­ 
ous y ear, compared with a 
4 per cent gain in 1968 over 
1967 . Coin shortages are no 
longer a 
problem, 
although 
since 1964 the Federal 
Re­ 
serve Bank of Chicago and 
the 
Detroit 
Branch 
have 
placed 
in circulation nearly 
177 million Kennedy half dol­ 
lars which still do not circu­
